Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

: The Applicant argues that Dietz's device is used for converting an opening hole in a metal sheet to a countersunk hole. Therefore, the 
device cannot perform the punching function. This argument is not persuasive. Although the Dietz's device is used for converting an 
opening hole in a metal sheet to a countersunk hole, it can be used to make a hole on a ceramic substrate. Therefore, Dietz's device 
reads on the claim language. The Applicant is noted that a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 

: The Applicant argues that element 2 in Dietz is a tool holder but not a shaft. This argument is not persuasive. Element 2 functions as 
a shaft, has the claimed sturture and is a part of the die. Therefore, it reads on- the claimed language. 

The Applicant argues that the receiving surface is not flat. This argument is not persuasive. The slope surface in Fig. 1 can be 0 
degree as shown in Figs. 1 and 4.
